Oj: day during 1882 an energetic young man went to work as a 


freight clerk in the San Francisco office of the Southern Pacific. 

Nine years later another young man, equally alert and ambitious, 
became a ticket clerk at San Bernardino for the same railroad. Just two 
more individuals in the smail army at the bottom of the ladder; seemingly 
with no better chance for advancement in position than the fellow-worker 
at the next counter, 

As months passed they moved ahead to greater responsibilities, 
showing at each step a keenness of perception and willingness té learn 
that marked them for future promotions. In the course of a comparatively 
few years they became officers in their departments; then executives, and 
finally were chosen for the presidency itself. One is now retiring after 
a remarkable railroad career, while the other, at the age of fifty-five, 
succeeds him as head of the great railroad organization. 

During the last few weeks these twomen, William Sproule and Paul 
Shoup, have been acclaimed through the press of the country,and honored 
at banquets by their business friends and ass0ciates in recognition of the 
success and achievement that has been theirs. One receives expressions 
of tribute for worthy accomplishments and appreciation for services 
given in the upbuilding of his company and the territory it serves. The 
other is welcomed witti admiration and outstretched arms to the executive 
position he so well merits by virtue of ability and energetic effort. 

Probably the railroads have brought more men from the bottom to the 
top than any other industry. Always there has seemed to be a better 
position ahead for the one who possessed ambition, ability and integrity. 
The careers of both Mr. Sproule and Mr. Shoup, as well as those of other 
Southern Pacific officers, are examples of the opportunity open in the rail- 
road organization to young men of energy and intelligence. 

Those who believe these opportunities were open only when the rail- 
road was in its beginning many years ago, fail to realize that just as the 
Company's growth in the last few decades has made room for the promo- 
tion of officers from its ranks, so will the expansion of Southern Pacific 
during the succeeding decades create new positions to be filled by the 
inspired and conscientious young railroaders of today. 


Where the Railroad Dollar Goes 
We: becomes of the dollars and cents that daily find their way 


into railroad cash registers from freight rates and passenger 

fares? The question is answered in a compilation recently made 
covering the gross revenue of Class I railroads for the year 1927. It is 
interesting to note for what purposes the money was spent. The average 
person will, no doubt, be surprised to know how little is left in the rail- 
road cash box for improvements to facilities and for dividends to thou- 
sands of owners of the properties, after operating costs, taxes, interest 
and other expenses are paid. 

During 1927 it took the freight and passenger revenues of 155 days to 
pay the wages of employes on the major railroads of the country. The 
bills for materials and supplies took the revenues of 69 days, while it was 
hecessary to total the collections of freight rates and passenger fare for 
43 days to meet interest, rents and other fixed charges. Locomotives ate 
up in fuel the revenues of 23 days. Revenues of 25 more days were 


needed for other operating expenses, and it took the total ticket fares-and_| 


freight bills of 22 days to pay the taxes assessed the railroads. .Stock- 
holders earned the revenues of but :24 days in dividends, leaving out of 


the total freight and passenger receipts fot 365 days only that compara-.: 


tively small portion of cash collected during four days.to make improve- 
‘ments to the railroad plant, to make up losses of former years, or to help 
create reserves against bad years in the future. :

Colorful Event Will Attract Thousands of 
Visitors to Lake Tahoe Region

ties, California will add an- 
other attraction to its sports repertoire 
with dog team racing in the ermine- 
covered heights of the Lake Tahoe 
region. 

Recognizing the potential popu- 
larity of this colorful sport, which has 
heretofore been known mostly in 
Alaska and the frozen North, a 
group of prominent California and 
Nevada sportsmen have formed 
the Sierra Dog Derby Association for 
the purpose of inaugurating snow 
dog team racing in the high Sierra. 

The first event to be staged under 
the auspices of the association will be 
the Sierra Dog Derby to be run 
February 10, 11 and 12 between 
Truckee, on the Southern Pacific’s 
Overland route, and Tahoe Tavern, 
on the shores of famous Lake Tahoe. 


Reeord Cash Prizes 

A purse of $6,000, the largest ever 
posted for an American dog derby, 
will be awarded winners of the initial 
race in addition to many valuable 
trophies. The first prize will be 
$3,000, with $2,000 for second place 
and $1,000 for-third place. The race 
will be 90 miles, run in daily laps of 
80 miles along the picturesque

An open-air observation car 
train will be operated by the Com- 
pany between Truckee and Tahoe 
Tavern during the three days of the 
race in order that visitors may watch 
the progress of the dog race whose 
course parallels the railroad along the 
shores of the Truckee River.

Continuation of the keen interest 
in accident prevention was shown dur- 
ing 1928 by employes in all branches 
of the service. A total of $711 safety 
suggestions were made by employes, 
of which 2792 or 75 per cent were 
approved by Safety Committees, 588 
did not meet with aproval, and 331 
were still pending at the end of the 
year, 

The El Paso General Shops and 
Stores led in the number of sugges- 
tions, 686 suggestions being presented 
to this Committee. The Western Divi- 
sion led the operating divisions with 
815 suggestions. 

Safety Committees are composed of 
Division and General Shops and 
Stores officers and empleyes from all 
branches of the service. There is a 
Committee on each division aud in 
each general shop. Meetings are held 
monthly and bi-monthly to receive 
suggestions and devise ways and 
means of maintaining the highest de- 
gree of safety in the operation of 
trains and steamers to safeguard em- 
ployes and the public. 

During the year 126 safety commit- 
tee meetings were held, attended by 
4517 committeemen and visitors; 125 
papers on accident prevention were 
read by safety committeemen and re- 
ports received to the effect that 44,- 
274 employes were talked to individu- 
ally by safety committeemen on safety 
matters. Full details are shown in 
the following statement:

last month by citizens, business 

men and railroad associates 
throughout the West at banquets and 
other demonstrations of esteem, Wm. 
Sproule passed from the presidency 
of Southern Pacific with the well 
wishes and tributes of friends ring- 
ing in his ears, and Paul Shoup 
stepped into his place to receive con- 
gratulations and a welcome that re- 
flected highest regard for ability and 
achievement, 

More than 600 friends and business 
leaders of the Pacific Coast, as well as 
prominent men from many cities of 
the country, attended the dinner and 
reception held in Palm Court at the 
Palace Hotel in San Francisco Janu- 
ary 10. Sponsored by the San Fran- 
cisco Chamber of Commerce and ar- 
ranged by a committee of leading 
citizens, the banquet was one of the 
most elaborate and impressive func- 
tions of its kind ever held in a Pacific 
Coast city. 

“Mr. Sproule is recognized as one 
of the outstanding builders of the 
West,” Toastmaster Philip J. Fay, 
president of the San Francisco Cham- 
ber of Commerce, told the banqueters 
who gathered from New York and 
Chicago, from Seattle, El Paso and 
New Orleans, to pay tribute to the 
outgoing and incoming railroad ex- 
ecutives. “His hand is now off the 
plow,” Mr. Fay continued. “He has 
earned the coming years of recreation 
with the burden of great responsi- 
bilities Hfted so that he may spend 
the afternoon and evening of his life 
in happy retrospection of a great 
work well done. 

“With colors flying, his train speeds 
on its way, taking our friend from the 
scenes of activities and accomplish- 
ments. As we stand in fond contem- 
plation of his career, we wish him 
Godspeed and happiness. 

“On the incoming track, with whis- 
tles sounding and bells ringing, an- 
other friend has come to us ready for 
his great task. With the same out- 


I | ONORED on several occasions 
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stretched arms we enfold him in af- 
fectionate regard and admiration; for 
no one in all. the West is more beloved 
than Paul Shoup. 

“We of San Francisco, as you of 
other cities, have found in him a man 
of large vision and sound principles, 
of strength and fortitude tempered 
by charity and kindly consideration, 
of keen judgment and rare perception, 
a wise counselor, a great force for the 
upbuilding of the West. Perhaps no 
man of San Francisco holds quite the 
same measure of affection from those 
whom he has enriched by association. 

“This is a night of tribute and a 
night of weleome—a grateful tribute 
to William Sproule and an affection- 
ate welcome to Paul Shoup.” 

A word picture of the life and 
achievements of Mr. Sproule and Mr. 
Shoup was painted by Leland W. Cut- 
ler of the Board of Trustees of Stan- 
ford University, who stressed the 
capabilities of the two men in mak- 
ing friendships. 

Not Favorites of Fate 

“They have not reached the pinnacle 
of success through being favorites of 
Fate,’ declared Wm. F. Humphreys, 
president of the Olympic Club, “but 
through unceasing labor, great ability 
and high integrity.” 

He reviewed the careers of the two 


men who had started at the bottom . 


and rose to the top, calling attention 
to the fact that when Mr. Sproule be- 
came president, seventeen years ago, 
Southern Pacific had 10,000 miles of 
line with assets valued at approxi- 
mately $608,000,000, and when he re- 
tired the Company operated 17,000 
miles of rail lines and had assets vai- 
ued at $2,125,000,000. He reminded his 
listeners that Mr. Shoup, in addition to 
being executive vice president of South- 
ern Pacific, had also been during that 
time, president and directing head of 
other rail and electric lines of the state 
as well as several large oil companies. 
He said that both Mr. Sproule and 
Mr, Shoup have labored long and 
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well in civic affairs, devoting much 
time to upbuilding of their communi- 
ties as well as their railroad. 

“History is a record of the doings 
of mankind,” Mr. Humphreys con- 
cluded, “and it reflects the character of 
each era. All of California is willing 
for history to measure our era by the 
kind of men we are honoring tonight.” 

“Southern Pacific is dedicated to 
public service,” said Mr. Sproule in 
his response, during which he empha- 
sized the importance of a broad and 
constructive spirit of co-operation and 
mutual business understanding be- 
tween Chambers of Commerce and the 
railroads, as being essential to the 
production of satisfactory transporta- 
tion service. 

In a glowing tribute to the “Big 
Four,’ founders of the present South- 
ern Pacific System, Mr. Sproule said 
that it had taken half a century to 
form a proper perspective of the pio- 
neer railroad builders’ achievements 
and that during his career he had en- 
deavored to follow the traditions of 
service set by his predecessors in 
whatever way he had succeeded or 
been of service. 

“I am both proud and happy,” said 
Mr. Shoup, when he was called on by 
the toastmaster, “proud of the friend- 
ships and happy for the confidences 
expressed here this evening.

Pacific tracks. During that time there 
had never been an accident while he 
was on duty. 

When Garrett died a few days ago 
his faithful service was paid tribute 
by the local chamber of commerce 
and the Grants Pass Bulletin, in an 
editorial, in part as follows: “He 
stood guard over your safety. Rain 
or sunshine, hot or cold, ‘sleet or snow, 
that grand old guard already was 
there. His own health or sickness 
never interfered with his watching 
over you. That nervous hand waving 
a warning to you, with the stop signal 
held high, was a command to halt for 
your own good. You cussed him 
when you were in a hurry, -but he 
held you from danger just the same. 
He stopped them all and held them, 
this thin old man; and there was never 
an accident on his crossing in seven- 
teen years.” 

Previous to becoming a crossing 
flagman at Grants Pass, Mr. Garrett 
was for twenty-one years a section 
laborer, and in that long service there 
was not a mark of criticism against 
his record according to Superinten- 
dent E.*L. King.

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“Heads Up” for Bigger Freight Business 


Employes Urged to Watch Competition and 
Praised for Fine Showing Made Last Year

The following message was addressed by Mr. 
Saunders to employes of the General Freight 
Department, General Agents, Freight Traffic 
Officers and District Freight Agents: 


N addressing you at the close of 
the year 1928 I do so with a feel- 
ing of gratitude for the loyal and 

conscientious effort which you have 
put forth on ail occasions in the in- 
terests of our Company. 

We are passing through a period of 
very intensive development and rapid- 
ly-changing conditions, to cope with 
which calls for the exercise of initi- 
ative and resourcefulness, coupled 
with a balance of thought and action. 

The revenue of the Compariy from 
freight traffic during 1928 has ex- 
ceeded that of any previous year and 
our forecasts for 1929 point to fur- 
ther increases. During the year we 
have held a greater proportion of the 
traffic originating on our rails for a 
haul to our terminals; we have se- 
cured a substantial amount of traffic 
for our T&NO lines, all of which is 
very gratifying and for which all are 
entitled to full credit. Notwithstand- 
ing this, a large proportion of the in- 
creased revenue has been due to in- 
creased production of agricultural 
products and the natural growth of 
the territory we serve. There is dan- 
ger of becoming self-satisfied. Com- 
petition is growing keener each year 
and greater effort must be put forth 
to insure securing and retaining the 
maximum of competitive traffic. 

The Company you represent has 
come to be one of the largest trans- 
portation organizations in the coun- 
try, is growing and will continue to 
grow. As it becomes larger and more 
important, the opportunity for. attack 
upon its business becomes greater and 
there grows a feeling in the public 
mind to help out the weaker lines, 
based on the argument that our lines 
already have a large amount of traf- 
fic. The answer of course is that the 
larger the business the more invest- 
ment we have and the more business 
we need to produce earnings. The 
territory we serve, although now in a 
large measure exclusive, is always 
open to invasion of competitors. We 
have a striking example of this in the 
program of the Western Pacific pro- 
posing to parallel our lines in Central 
California. We need to so conduct 
our business and be so closely in con- 
tact with the public in these terri- 
tories as to obtain their support 
against such invasion, if and when it 
comes. 

Southern Pacific men should be the 
best salesmen in the business; “order- 
takers” are not salesmen. Learn to 
cultivate men of standing in the com- 
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munity and to so conduct yourselves 
as to retain the friendship and good 
will of responsible business execu- 
tives. The traffic manager is of 
course our first contact, but you 
should .also be acquainted with the 
owners of the business. 

We are sorry to lose so capable a 
leader in the resignation of President 
Sproule. We are indeed fortunate 
that the position of president is to be 
occupied by an able executive of typi- 
cal Western progressive type. Paul 
Shoup most of you know personally. 
With his leadership and continued 
loyalty from all, which I know he will 
have, our outlook is promising. We 
are looking forward to the New Year 
with confidence, relying upon each 
and every one to do his share in order 
that results as to earnings may be 
satisfactory.

ENERAL JOSEPH B,-LAUCK, 
one of Southern’ Pacifie’s few 
veterans :pensioned .after. more than 
a-half’ century of ‘railroad ‘Service, 
died January 17 at 
the Veterans Hospi-, 
tal, Palo Alto. :He 
was 82 years old and 
had been in failing 
health for some time. 
His death takes 
another figure from 
the “thin blue line” 
of Civil War vet- 
erans, At the age of 
15 he enlisted in the 
Union Army and was 
mustered out in 
September, 1865, 
Throughout his life 
he carried in his 
body a bullet as a reminder of one 
of the major engagements between 
the North and the South, 

Two years after leaving the army 
young Lauck began ‘his long railroad 
career as a station watchman for the 
Union Pacific. He worked for a time 
in the railroad blacksmith shop at 
North Platte, later going into train 
service and in 1869 was promoted to 
conductor, running. between North 
Platte and Julesburg. He came to the 
Pacific Coast in 1873 and worked on 
the California Pacific road. He went 
back to the Union Pacific for a few 
months during 1874, but returned to 
the West and served the remainder 
of his railroad life with the South- 
ern Pacific, most of which was spent 
as traveling passenger agent and 
special agent for the Passenger De- 
partment, He was retired on pen- 
sion in April, 1921, after service of 
53 years 11 months, 

In addition to his railroad work, 
General Lauck was always active in 
military affairs. In 1885 he organ- 
ized Company D, Fifth Infantry, Cali- 
fornia National Guard, and. was 
elected captain. Later he was ap- 
pointed lieutenant-colonel and aide de 
camp on the Governor's staff, and in 
1904 was appointed adjutant-general 
of the state, serving as head of the 
state militia until 1911. While in this 
capacity he handled with distinction 
national guard troops during the San 
Francisco earthquake and fire of 1906. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Bida Lauck, of San Francisco, and a 
daughter, Mrs. Jesse Lubin, of West- 
wood. Masonic funeral services were 
followed by interment in National 
Cemetery- at the San Francisco Pre- 
sidio..

The reflection of this spirit from
